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PETITION UNDER 37 CFR S 1,181 
TO WITHDRAW A HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT

Pursuant to the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §1.181, applicants hereby petition the 
Commissioner to withdraw the holding of abandonment (Notice of Abandonment mailed 
February 6, 2005) in the above-referenced application.
